Favorite Reform Target 
Electoral College About to Face 
Challenge Via U. S. Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Electoral College, a favorite 
target of reformers, is about to 
face another challenge — this 
one via the Supreme Court. 


At issue: the practice that has 


developed over the years of giv- 
ing all of a state's electoral 
votes to the presidential candi- 
date who gets most of the 
state's popular vote. And it's 
electoral votes, not popular 
votes, that elect a president. 


Under the present system a 


candidate who barely carries 
New York, for example, gets all 
of the state's 43 electoral votes 
— more than those a candidate 
could get if he carried the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and 11 small 
•tates by tremendous margins.

states. 


One proposed antidote: elec- 


tion of 435 electors — who are 
members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives — by congressional 
districts.

tricts. One presidential candi- 
date might carry 15 districts, 
worth 15 votes, while the other 
carried 26 districts and the state 
for a total of 28 votes.

VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 


Paul VI and the Vatican Ecu- 
menical Council proclaimed a 
historic 
definition of shared 


leadership at the summit of the 
Roman Catholic Church today 
and issued new directives for 
Christian unity efforts. 


Then the Pope himself pro- 


claimed 
the 
Virgin 
Mary 


:'Mother of the Church" — and 
expressed the hope that she 
would be "still more honored 
and invoked by all Christian 
people." 


Pope Paul announced the title 


of honor for Mary after he and 
the assembled Roman Catholic 


prelates had promulgated three 
historic decrees. 


In his speech, the Pope also 


set a deadline for the conclusion 
of the assembly, saying its next 
and fourth session would be its 
last. He did not set a date for 
the session. 


Referring to the council's ma- 


jor doctrinal decree, defining 
the concept that bishops collec- 
tively share with the Pope in 
power over the Church, the 
Pope told the prelates he did not

first it may seem odd that a 
person can have diabetes (too 
much sugar in the blood) and 
also too little blood sugar. 


It is not infrequent, in early 


diabetes cases, for sugar to be 
very low under fasting condi- 
tions (before breakfast, or after 
some considerable number of 
hours without food, yet have the 
sugar soar to abnormal levels 
after eating. These individuals, 
however, seldom display the 
characteristic symptoms of low 
blood sugar. 


Another possibility is that if 


the patient takes insulin, the 
blood sugar can fall to a level 
that is too low, and can cause 
precisely the 
symptoms 
you 


mention. Adjustment of insulin, 
or diet, or both, control these 
insulin "reactions." 


Some diabetes pills also can 


cause low blood sugar, but this 
is much less common than with 
insulin.

went to my doctor about birth 
control pills. He seemed to think 
after a woman is in her 40s, she 
is very unlikely to become preg- 
nant. I would like your opinion.

.1 Edgar Hoover is 69 years old and he 


has been director of the FBI since 1924. 
Piesident Johnson reportedly has assured 
him that his tenure will be extended for ai 
long as LBJ is in the White House. 


But after some of the statements Mr. 


Hoover let fly at a special press conference 
In Washington this week the public has 
the right to wonder if he is getting too 
irascible for the job. Hoover has a right 
to be proud of the record of his bureau, 
but his emotional response to criticisms 
from the Warren Commission and the Rev. 
Martin Luther King was somewhat childish 
in tone He charged the Warren Commis- 
sion with "a classic example of Monday 
morning quartcrbackmg," and he called 
Rev. King "the most notorious liar in the 
country " 


In truth the job of the Warren Commis- 


sion was |ust that of a Monday morning 
quarterback The c o m m i s s i o n was ap- 
pointed by President Johnson to determine 
bow President Kennedy was assassinated 
and what measures could be taken to bet- 
tei protect the lives of Amencan presi- 
dents in the future 


The Warren Commission cntici/.ed the 


FBI for failing to notify the Secret Service 
that Lee Harvey Oswald was in Dallas last 
Nov 22 Hoover replies that the FBI would 
have to lock up 7.000 pel sons in New York 
City every tune the President visited there 
If it weie deemed necessary to remove 
"every inch vicinal who might threaten the 
safety of the Piesident " And he sard the 


FBI was turning over to the Secret Service 
the names of 'thousands of beatniks, crack- 
pots and kooks." 


But Mr. Hoover has missed the point. 


Lee Harvey Oswald was not just an or- 
dinary kook. He had defected to Russia, 
sought to give up his American citizenship, 
then recanted and returned to this coun- 
try. And he was in Dallas before President 
Kennedy's visit. And on the morning of 
the assassination he carried a rifle into a 
building overlooking the route of the Presi- 
dent's motorcade.

When the Pns'-Crescent published an 


editorial about a month ago critical of the 
FBI in the Oswald matter and in the han- 
dling of the Walter Jenkins case, the state 
head of the bureau was sent here to talk 
to the editor to present the FBI's side of 
the story. And in the Jenkins case it ap- 
pears that (he fact that he had top security 
clearance at the White House was not the 
fault of the FBI 


But Mr Hoover's response to criticism 


puts him in the position of "protesting too 
much " The public has the right to demand 
that future Oswalds not be permitted to 
set up an ambush for a President, and that 
sex deviates not be permitted access to the 
nation's top secrets 
And all the govern- 


ment agencies responsible for national 
security, the FBI included, must be able to 
take criticism 
constructively and 
bend 


their efforts to correcting the errors of 
coordination which permit security lapses.

Reynolds 


was quite powerless in his role 
as> the top elected official tn 
the state capitol during his 
two year term. He had little 
chance to make an affirmative 
impact on the state govern- 
ment he ostensibly command- 
ed, because the members of 
the opposing Republican Party 
had the votes to deny his 
pioposals and otherwise pre- 
vent the application of his 
policy whenever they chose— 
and they chose pretty consist- 
ently.

to run the risk of his defiance,

power of the veto, when they 
tried to advance their own 
policies and programs.
